In the Pan-American world we are a people 
without a name To ourselves and the Old 
World we are Amerieans. But the Latin- Amer 
iean-—Tispanie-American—nations hold that 
they are as truly ** Americanos’? as we are and 
that we have no right to a monopoly of the 
word, Kaeh of them has a perfeetly wood 
name of its own, and the Uruguayans have two, 
Hut they tend to resent our use of the only 
name we ever have had. . 

Our fellow occupants of the Western Tem 
isphere call us ** North Americans,’ whieh does 
an injustice to the Canadians and imposes our 
company on the Mexieans, who were evidently 
not consulted in the matter. Sometimes we are 
referred to, generally with a none ‘too friend] 
connotation, as ** Yankees.” but net even a 

reconstructed” Southerner would accept this 
solution 

As a way out of the predicament the Pan- 
American Union has eoined the awkward and 
pedantie word ‘‘estadunienses’’ out of — the 
Spanish or Portuguese — words ** Estados 
Vnidos.”’

My brief stay in San Remo-the Pearl of Liguria—oldest and 
largest resort of the Italian Riviera, has been marked by perfect 
weather, Spring truly, but for the “eternal” part I cannot vouch. 

Yet, there she stands— “Primavera’—in all her glory of flowing
